I have been
glad to see the evidences of your ma-
terial prosperity, but more than that,
1 have been particularly glad to see
the type of mien and women that you
have produced here In Nabraska. That
is what really counts, and that Is the
reason thit the crop In which T am
most Interested is the crop of chiliren,
and for that reason I have been par-
ticularly pleased in passing through
this state, to see the great attention
that you are paying to the schools, the
great atention being paid to the boy
or girl, who s to be the citizen of 20
years hence.
